That  night  while  strolling  around  the  island  I  chance  upon  a  typical  island  entertainment,  and 
there  are  Helen  Stobinsky,  Roy  Lee,  and  Robert  Smith  providing  the  music.  Incidentally,  I 
am  surprised  to  find  two  old  school  pals,  Clarence  Dickerson  and  Bill  Amick  just  too,  too 
interested  in  the  dancers.

I  take  a  trip  by  boat  up  the  Congo  River  into  the  heart  of  the  jungle  and,  wonder  of  wonders, 
run  across  Mary  Robertson  and  Thelma  Wilkerson  who  are  making  a  fortune  from  lion  skins, 
alligator  teeth,  and  elephant  tusks.  Ohhhhhh!  what  a  narrow  escape  we  had.  Fuming  madly, 
a  wild  boar  rushed  from  the  jungle,  but  a  shower  of  bullets  at  once  pierced  the  beast. 
Our  rescuers?  Howard  Miller,  Johnny  Rogers,  and  Grover  Stinnett.  They  are  on  an  expe¬ 
dition  searching  for  Lawrence  Wilmer  and  his  wife,  Ruby  Burdette,  who  were  lost  when  their 
plane  crashed  somewhere  in  the  African  jungles. 

The  heat  in  Africa  soon  drove  me  to  a  cooler  climate.  I  chose  the  Alps.  There  I  was  cor¬ 
dially  greeted  by  a  club  made  up  of  old  classmates  in  O.H.H.S.,  Phyllis  Cruise,  Virginia  Cash, 
Vivian  Bishop,  Leona  and  Marjorie  Painter.
